F orest Fires E xtinguished by a Copious 
Shower. 
Colcsa, October 7th.—It commenced 
raining at 8 o’clock this morning. About 
half an inch of rain has fallen. The sky 
is covered with stratus clouds and are 
threatening. 
Santa Cruz, October 7th.—Rain com­ 
menced at 7:30 this morning and continued 
until noon in heavy showers. It will do 
good. 
Modesto, October 7th.—Rain began to 
fall at 10:20 o’clock this morning, and at 1 
o’clock nine-hnndredths of an inch had 
fallen. The storm was preceded by a heavy 
wind, in which a portion of the roofing of 
the Union Hotel was blown ofi. It is still 
rainiDg. 
San L dis Obispo, October 7th.—The first 
rain of the season began at 5 o’clock this 
morning. There was a light sprinkle and 
a southeast wind yesterday. There was a 
heavy shower at 11 o’clock to-day. An 
eighth of an inch of rain has fallen. The 
wind has now changed to northwest and 
it is raining lightly. The temperature is 
65°. 
Gilroy-, October 7th.—There is a heavy 
rain this morning with considerable wind. 
Up to noon nearly a quarter of an inch had 
fallen, sufficient probably to start the new 
feed without injuring the dry feed. At 
noon the wind veered west with a breaking 
away of clouds, and the prospects are for 
clearing weather. 
W oodland, October 7th.—Rain com­ 
menced falling this morning about 8 
o’clock and fell quite heavily at times. It 
has been quite general throughout the 
county. 
Santa R osa, October 7th.—It commenced 
raining last night and still continues. A 
fearful windstorm is raging, stripping the 
trees of fruits and foliage. The grape crop 
is almost gathered and the injury will be 
slight. Other interests need rain. 
Y reka, October 7th—There has been a 
warm rain since daylight. It is good for 
feed. The stock men are happy. 
Stockton, October 7th—Rain began fall­ 
ing at 8 o'clock this morning, and at 10 
o’clock a smart shower fell, the total fall 
being .25 of an inch. The weather is still, 
threatening. 
Santa B arbara, October 7th.—It is not 
raining here. The weather is cloudy. An 
easterly wind is blowing, with indications 
of rain. 
San B ernardino, October 7th.— The 
weather is pleasant. There is scarcely any 
wind, with a cloudless sky. 
A campo, October 7th.—There was a 
heavy wind from the southeast tbis fore­ 
noon, and rain fell bard from 9 until 10 
o’clock. It is still stormy. 
N evada City. October 7th.—A soaking 
rainstorm, accompanied bv a high wind, 
began this morning. It will do immense 
good by quenching the extensive forest 
fires which have been burning several 
weeks and conld not be otherwise checked. 
G rass Valley, October 7th.—A heavy 
rain set in at 10 o’clock this morning and 
it promises to keep np for several days. 
Grapes will be damaged somewhat, bat the 
general interests are conserved. Farmers 
and woodmen rejoice, as the forest fires are 
ended. 
M arysville, October 7th.—It is raining 
heavily this morning, with a southwest 
wind and a prospect of a continuance of 
the storm all day. The rain is welcome 
and will do little or no damage. 
N apa, Oc'ober 7th.—A heavy rain has 
been falling all morning. It will not dam­ 
age the grapes unless it continues several 
days. 
San Diego, October 7tb.—The skies are 
clear, the weather cool and there are no 
signs of rain. 
V entura, October 7th.—The weather is 
cloudy, with prevailing northeast wind. 
The barometer indicates fairer weather. 
L ivermore, October 7th.—The first rain 
of the season began at 8:30 this morning, 
and it rained almost steadily until noon. 
A heavy south wind is now blowing, and 
indications are for more rain. 
San F rancisco, October 7h.—The first 
rain of the season began to fall here shortly 
after midnight, and continued till about 11 
o’clock this morning. The sky is still 
overcast, and there are indications of more 
rain this afternoon. 
Chico, October 7th.—It commenced rain­ 
ing this morning at 9 o’clock, and continued 
till late in the afternoon. No damage is 
yet reported. 
San J ose, October 7th.—It commenced 
raining at 9 o'clock this morning, and 
poured heavily until U. If it clears up to­ 
night no damage will be done. 
N ewcastle, October 7th. — A heavy 
shower, probably twentv-bundredtbs of an 
inch, fell here to-day. The fruit season is 
about closed, consequently there was but 
little damage done. 
O roville, October 7th.—It commenced 
raining at 8:30 this forenoon, and the fall 
to noon was 1.12. Some grapes and a little 
hay may be damaged. The loss, however, 
will not amount to much. 
J ackson, October 7th.—One inch of rain 
has fallen here to-day. The prospects are 
for more. 
illows, October 7th.—Rain commenced 
falling at 7 this morning, continuing till 
noon, one inch falling. It was followed in 
the afternoon by a very high wind. It is 
still cloudy. 
Calistoga, October 7th.—Rain has fallen 
much of the time since 11 o’clock last 
night, the rainfall at times being quite 
heavy. 
Sisson, Oc’ober7th—It commenced rain­ 
ing last night, and is still raining hard. 
The prospect is that the big storm has put 
out all the forest fires in this vicinity. 
W aw ona. October 7lh.—A heavv rain­ 
storm is prevailing in this vicinity. It was 
rainiDg bard all day. The indications are 
for rain or snow to-night. 
A nderson, October 7th.—It began rain­ 
ing at 6 o’clock a. m. The rain will be the 
means of quenching the forest fires. 
St. H elena. October 7th.—A heavy rain 
began falling at 11 o’clock last night, and 
continued throughout the night until about 
noon to day, Since that time occasional 
showers visited us. The total rainfall to 0 
o’clock this evening 19 1 45 inches. The 
sky is clear at prisent. It is thought the 
storm is over. Vineyardists think that if 
the rain ceases with this storm the 
grapes have received no injury, 
Cottonwood, Octooer 7th.—A heavy rain 
began falling last night, ar:d has lasted all 
day, accompanied with a high wind. It is 
the first hard rain of this season, and ex­ 
tends all over Cottonwood valley. 
D ixon, October 7th.—The rain com- 
ntenced falling at 7 o’clock this morning, 
and continued for several hours steadily. 
About one inch fell, and there is a pros­ 
pect of more. 
Santa B arbara, October 7th.—It com­ 
menced raining here at 2 o'clock this after­ 
noon. 
A uburn, October 7tb.—It began raining 
a>_10 a m. and continued to I p. m. About 
.75 of an inch fell. It is cloudv and wiadv 
and more will fall. 
Salsa lito, October 7th.—It commenced 
raining here about 7 o’clock this morning 
and rained hard all morning. The indica­ 
tions are favorable for more. 
R edding, October 7;h.—It commenced 
raining about 6 o'clock tbis morning. It 
has been a splendid warm rain with indica­ 
tions of a continuance. 
N ewark. October 7th —The first rain of 
the season eommenec-i this morning af er 
a strong south wind blowing all eight. Up 


to noon the rain-gauge shows .68 of an 
inch with indications of more. 
Some 
straw remains uubaled and if there should 
be a long storm the grapes will be injured. 
P lackbyillk, October 7th. — It com­ 
menced raining at 10 o’clock and fell 
lightly, increasing to a downpour. Over 
one inch of rain has fallen up to 2 r. m. 
The wind is from the rainy quarter. 
San R afael, October 7th. — It com­ 
menced raining here at 7:30 p. m. yesterday 
and has continued steadily with a heavy 
wind since. There are no signs of clearing 
yet. 
R edwood City, October 7th.—Yesterday 
there was a strong southerly wind all day 
and all night. 
At 7 a. m. to-dav a heavy 
rain commenced and it continued to fail 
until noon 
In the afternoon there are 
light showers and the wind is southwest. 
U kiah, October 7th.—At about 4 o’clock 
tbis morning a warm rain commenced fall­ 
ing. Eighty-seven hundredths inches of 
rain has fallen. 
H ealdsburg, October 7th.—It began 
raining here about 7 o’clock last evening 
and continued all night and until 4 r. m. 
to-day, with indications forjmore to-night. 
One and tweDty hundredths inches has 
fallen for the storm. About half of the 
grape crop is on the vines. The Zinfan- 
dels are badly damaged. 
The Mission 
grapes are not h urtas yet, but the dam age 
to other crops is considerable. 
H ollister, October 7th.—A heavy 
storm ot wind and rain visited us this 
morniDg, being the first of the season, 
and continuing most of the forenoon, and 
aggregating nearly half an inch. 
N iles October 7th.—The first rain storm 
for the eeason commenced this morning 
about 7 o’clock. It rained very hard until 
noon and is showery this evening, with in­ 
dications for more rain to-night. The rain­ 
fall for the siorm is eighty-six hundredths 
of an inch. No great damage is done, as 
the fruit and grapes are about gathered. 
Newman, October 7th. — Fifteen hun­ 
dredths of an inch of rain has fallen at this 
place since 9 a m . The wind is still in the 
southeast. 
San R afael, October 7th.—It commenced 
raining last evening at 7 o’clock and has 
continued at intervals since. The prospects 
are good for a stormy night. The rainfall 
for the storm is 1.12 inches. 
Cayucos, October 7th.—The storm seems 
to be breaking. Total rainfall for ten 
hours is 1 05 inches. 
San J can South, October 7th.—The first 
rain of the season fell to day. Precipita­ 
tion, .55 of an inch. 
F resno, October 7th.—It began raining 
at 12 o’clock to-day and continued until 
about 5, .48 of an inch falling. Owing to 
the information furnished by the United 
States Signal Service station, most of the 
raisics which were still out were cared for 
and bat very little damage ha3 resulted. 
Indications are good for more rain during 
the night. 
Santa R osa, October Sth.—The rainfall 
for the storm is .95 of an inch. The clouds 
are breaking to-night, and the indications 
are for frosty weather. 
B akersfield, October 7th.—A strong 
wiud sprung up about 2 p. m., continuing 
for an hour, and culminating in a gentle 
continuous rain that promises for all night 
V isalia, October 7;h.—It com m enced to 
rain at noon and continued to pour until 
dark. It was unusually heavy for an early 
rain. No break in the clouds is visible, 
but it is sprinkliDg very little now. 
I ndependence, October 7th.—A strong 
wind has been blowing all day from the 
south. It is snowing in the high Sierras. 
There is alternate cloud and sunshine in 
the valley, with indications favoring rain. 
H uron, October 7th.—It commenced 
raining at 12 o’clock to-day aud has con­ 
tinued to rain since that hour. Now, at 7 
p. m , it is very cloudy. The wind is from 
the south and the prospects are for a very 
heavy storm before morniug. Stock men 
are airaid the rain will damage the feed. 
M artinez. October 7th.—It commenced 
raining t^iis morning at 7:30and has rained 
about one inch. No damage, other than to 
hay.

FATAL BO ILER EXPLOSION. 
One of the U nfortunate M ill-IIands En­ 
tirely D ism em bered. 
W alla W alla (W. T.), October 7th.—A 
terrible explosion occurred this morning 
about seven o’clock at the sawmill of the 
Blue Mountain Flume Company just be­ 
fore the machinery was to be started up for 
the day. At the time of the explosion two 
gauges"of water were in the boiler, and the 
steam gauge registered eighty pounds. 
When the mill was running it was not 
nnusual to have over one hundred pounds 
of steam. The cause of the explosion is a 
mystery. W hen the boiler exploded the 
force of seven men were all within a few 
feet of the engine. The man killed was 
named Isaac Harding, he being the nearest 
it, between it and the boiler, and the force 
of the explosion threw the men in all di­ 
rections, covering them with mud and saw­ 
dust. The body of Harding was found 
fifteen feet away headless and minus both 
legs 8nd one arm. One of his legs was 
found resting on a beam overhead. 
None 
of the other men were severely injured, but 
all received cuts and scratches from the 
flying pieces of the boiler and timber. 
The entire side of the mill was blown 
out, and also a portion of the roof. 
The whole front end of the boiler was 
blown out and was torn into shreds. Tne 
dead man was only a few days in the 
employ of the Flume Company, and was 
to take the position qf night-watchman. 
He was a single man so far as known, 
and his relatives reside in Minneapolis.

London, October 711».—It is now univer­ 
sally believed here that the article on the 
triple alliance and Italy’s place in it, in the 
Contemporary licticw. which has set all 
Europe talking, ia by Gladstone. Ho him ­ 
self says that the Daily Sties was not autb- 
oriz'd to attribute tbe article to him, which 
is considered to be an admission that be is 
the author. The article was written in 
Paris, which gives another proof of tbe ex­ 
traordinary activity of Gladstone's mind— 
*u that while be was doing the exposition, 
receiving callers and attending banquets’ 
he yet found time to devote to a now his­ 
toric article on the relations of England to 
the triple alliance. The Paris Temps points 
out a curious piece of internal evi­ 
dence of the authorship in the r.om de 
plume by which the article is signed. 
"Ontidanos” is no doubt suggested by 
Outis in the "Odyssey.” Oatis, or nobody, 
is a punning nurne that Odysseus gives 
himself when be enters the cave of Poly­ 
phemus, whom he afterwards blinds. 
When the deed is done and Polyphemus 
calls aloud for aid, he can only identify his 
assailant as Outis 
Another circumstance that tends in the 
same direction is that a friend who vas 
with Gladstone in Paris savs that he spoke 
very constantly of the folly of Italy mid 
the ruin her present policy "wus bound to 
bring to her finances, and that some of the 
illustrations ami facts that Mr. Glcdst tie 
employed in his conversation reappear in 
the article in the Contemporary. 
The press of London, dealing with the 
article, take it for granted that Gladstone 
is the author, and give him piaise or blame 
according to their politics. The Paris 
newspapers generally eulogize it. 
The 
Liberte discusses it at length and give.- it 
warm praise. It thinks it out of the ques­ 
tion for anyone but Mr. Gladstone to Lave 
written the article. In any case, it says, 
the tone arffi style and manner of dealing 
with the European chessboards are vtrv 
statesmanlike. If Italy is treated with 
rough sincerity, it is also an object of w* m 
affection. 
Naturally enough. Italy is not so well 
pleased. It is thought in Rome that jus’ice 
is not rendered to the motives winch in­ 
duced Italy to enter into tbe affiance. It 
is remarked that since 1870 Fiance bar sys­ 
tematically opposed Italy, not only in her 
foreign policy and in her attempts to ex­ 
tend her influence, but has attempted to 
create internal difficulties by lending clan­ 
destine support to the Vatican and to the 
Ultramontano party. 
The only other theory as to tbe author­ 
ship of the article is that Labouchere, who 
is known to hold similar views in tbe mat­ 
ter, is "Outidauos ” Labouchere is part 
proprietor of the Daily Sacs, which first 
attributed the authorship to Gladstone, 
and it is just possible that “Labbv” might 
have been guilefnl enough to originate the 
Gladstone theory in order to secure wider 
attention to and greater prestige for his 
own opinions.

GENERAL GRANT'S 
TOMB. 


Colonel Fred. G rant has w ritten a letter 
In which he sets forth w hat lie believes to 
have been the wishes of General G rant 
relative to his burial-place. 
From this it 
appears th at the G eneral expressed him ­ 
self as evenly divided in opinion between 
St. Louis, where he was m arried and 
where three of his children were born 
Galena, from which place he was called to 
take his place in the war of the rebellion, 
and New Y ork, where he made his latest 
home and had been the recipient of much 
kindness. 
Colonel G rant replied to him 
suggesting th at his national character had 
delocalized him and 
that W ashington 
would be a specially appropriate place for 
his tomb. 
Thereupon G eneral G rant re­ 
called his first note of suggestion and 
w ro te: 
It is possible th a t m y funeral m ay become 
one of public dem onstration, in which event I 
h av e no p articular choice oi b u rial-p lace; but 
th ere is one thing w hich I w ould wish you aud 
th e fam ily to insist upon, and th a t is that, 
w herever my tom b m ay be, a place shall be 
reserved for your m other at my side. 
H e thus waived his former choice and 
left it to the nation to decide where his re­ 
mains should repose. 
Colonel G rant took 
this view of it also, but adds that on the, 
death of the G eneral all offers of burial 
sites were considered, and New Y ork’s 
“ Riverside” plat was agreed upon. 
But) 
adds Colonel G ra n t: 
My m other, m yself and all our fam ily feel 
deep gratitude for tho delicate and touching at­ 
tentions paid to General G rant's m em ory aud to 
h is tom b at "R iverside'’ by the citizens of New 
York, as well as by the citizens of other States, 
and since the nation m ade his great funeral, 
an d w ishes to build his tom b, they were and are 
ready to accede to any plan for his tomb w hich 
th e nation m ay decide is best, provided, ot 
course, th a t h is expressed wish be carried out. 
This leaves the question of the loca­ 
tion open, and being so we are free to say 
th a t the question of appropriateness un­ 
questionably pronounces in favor of the 
N ational Capital. 
T hat city should be 
chosen and the rem ains of the nation’s 
greatest Captain should be placed in a suit­ 
able tomb in or near that city, where the 
representatives of the nations of the earth 
assemble, where the N ational Legislature 
convenes, where W ashington’s monument 
rears its lofty peak, where the chief m ili­ 
tary seat of the army G rant commanded is 
located. 
New York can perform no more 
graceful service than by w ithdrawing its 
claim and acceding to w hat is believed to 
be the wishes of the vast majority of the 
American people. 
T he expression of the 
New York World indicates that the great 
metropolis will adopt this policy when it 
says: 
If the nation, as represented by th e Federal 
G overnm ent, should wish to rem ove the re­ 
m ains of General G rant to the Capital and build 
th ere its m enum ent, M inister G rant's letter in­ 
tim ates th s t his fam ily would accede to the 
plan, w ith the proviso th at the last wish oí the 
dead soldier, adhered to w ith characteristic te 
nacity under the m ost p athetic circum stances, 
should be carried o ut and a place at bis side be 
reserved for h is fathful wife and com panion. 
New York could have no wish to oppose such a 
Chauge, so ordered. She could s ill proceed to 
erect a testimonie 1 to the m agnanim ous Gen­ 
eral— inviting the co-operation of the Southern 
people and all others who are not affected by a 
jealous provincalism —a splendid Arch of Peace, 
a t the n a in entrance to h er beautiful Central 
P ark, sym bolizing the restored Union and the 
strength and sim plicity ot the character of its 
greatest defender. 


O m esteemed contemporary, the San 
Francisco Alta, takes the R e c o r d - U n io n 's 
pleasantry concerning the Democratic con­ 
sternation over the am bition of Sullivan, 
the bruiser, to sit in Congress, with unwar­ 
ranted seriousness. 
It says that in fact 
Democratic indignation in the premises is 
more creditable than Republican satisfac­ 
tion. 
We concede that much, we grant 
also that the Alta, the fairest of the Demo­ 
cratic press, “has never been disj>osed to 
indict the Republican party for the misdo­ 
ings of certain of its members.” 
B ut our 
contem porary feels warranted, since the 


R e c o r d - U n io n has referred to the m atter 
as an instance of Democratic employment 
of unscrupulons means to political ends, in 
citing the case of Stiles, a Republican who 
was elected to an im portant station in the 
new State ef W ashington while five in­ 
dictm ents in the T erritory of Arizona 
were hanging over him, the indictm ents 
being returned a few days after the nom ina­ 
tion of Stiles. 
The Alta thinks th at the 
Democratic party, though guilty of a good 
m any shabby things, has never done any­ 
thing so bad as the election to a judicial 
position of a man under indictm ent for a 
felony. W hile the presumption of innocence 
must attach until the party referred to is 
convicted, it must be conceded that it was 
bad in politics, and bad in governm ent to 
take up a candidate against whom a Grand 
Ju ry had found true bills. 
But we sub­ 
m it, since the Alta challenges us to parallel 
the Stiles incident, th at the action of the 
Democracy of Indiana goes it one better. 
I t not only took up and nominated to an of­ 
ficial State position a man who liad been 
charged with the poll list outrages of 
Indianapolis, 
but 
the 
party 
actually 
p u t his name into the field as a candidate 
after be was convicted, and while he was 
serving a term in the State Prison at 
M ichigaa City, Indiana. 
W e insist, there­ 
fore, that ia this m arshaling of demerits__ 
and Henveu knows there are sufficient to 
be debited to both the great political 
bodies-—onr citation stands ju st one notch 
ahead of th at of our contemjiorary.

THE GRAM) JüRY. 


ITS POWERS AND DUTIES EXPLAINED 
BY JUDGE ARMSTRONG. 


The Grand Jury Consists of Nineteen 
Members, and It Must Adjourn 
This Year. 


The venire issued a week or so ago from 
Judge A rm strong’s Court for thirty persons 
from whom to select a Grand Jury for the 
October term of the Superior Court, was re­ 
turned yesterday, and tbe following named 
selected therefrom to serve as such jury : 
F. E. May, S r , Charles 8tudarus, J. A. 
Elder, Samuel Gottleib, BeDjamin Leonard, 
John Beck, J. J. Bailey, C. W. Harvey, 
A ntone W ertheim , Nicholaus Ewers, H. 8. 
Putney, W m. Gutenberger, O. O. Lovial- 
W. D. Stalker, A rthur Miller, 8. Wasser- 
man, Nelson Wilcox, H enry Keema. 
The Court appointed N. W ilcox as fore­ 
m an, and the jurym en were duly sworn. 
T h e Court then charged the jurym en as 
follows; 
Gentlemen of the Grand Jury : The decision of 
this Court in discharging the last G rand Jury 
has been adversely criticised by some of the 
public press and iu th e opinion ot interview ed 
lawyers: and, therefore, lest those criticism s 
should m islead you, the Court deem s it proper 
to instruct you fully as to the law under w hich 
you are created a legal body, as well as to your 
powers and duties as a Grand Jury. Those who 
criticise th e decision of this Com t have raised 
the question as to w hether a less num ber than 
th e code provides shall constitute a Grand 
Jury is a Grand Jury. To determ ine this ques­ 
tion and m ake the law appear plain to you, it 
w ill be necessary to exam ine the several pro­ 
visions ot th e codes upon the subject. 
Juries in this State are not the creatures of 
th e com m on law, but they are the creatures of 
th e statute law. Section 190 of the Code of 
Civil Procedure defines w hat a jury is. 
It pro­ 
vides th a t “a jury is a body of m eu tem porarily 
selected from the citizens ol a particular district 
and invested w ith power to present or indict a 
person for a public offeuse, or to try a question 
ol fact.” This section describes to h Grand and 
P etit Juries. And as to Grand Juries. Section 
192 of the sam e code provides th a t "a Grand 
Jury Is a body of m eu nineteen in num ber;' 
and Section 212 of the sam e code provides th at 
of the persons sum m oned as Graud Jurors n in e­ 
teen shall constitute the G rand Jury. 
The law 
m aking power is vested by the Constitution in 
tbe L egislature, 
and th a t 
power 
has 
de­ 
clared th a t nineteeu m en shall oonstitue a 
G iand Jury, no m ore and no less; nor did the 
Legislature provide th a t if one or more of the 
G rand Jurors absent him self, or die or leave 
the jurisdiction Jo t tbe Court, the rem aiuiug 
num ber should constitute a Grand Jury; and to 
hold th a t such rem aining num ber constituted a 
Grand Ju ry would be to insert or interpolate 
into these sections of the code w hat the Legis­ 
lature om itte d. But Section 1858 of the same 
code lim its the power of the Court by providing 
th a t "in the construction of statutes, the office 
of the Judge is sim ply to ascertain and declare 
w hat is iu term s or in substance contained in 
th e statutes, not to insert w hat has been om it­ 
ted, or om it w hat has been inserted.” 
But contrary to the express enactm ents of the 
Legislature aud notw ithstanding Section 1 of 
th at code provides th a t “ the code establishes 
the law ol this State iespec'tng the subjects to 
w hich it relateB,” a m ajority of the form er Su­ 
prem e Court, closing th eir eyes to the light of 
the codes, but pursuing the ignis fatuus of the 
dark sw am p and quagm ire of the common law, 
in the case of the People vs. H unter (54 Cal. 65). 
declared th at if some of the Grand Jurors should 
die the rem ainder of them constitute a Grand 
Jury. T his finds no sanction or support in the 
codes, b u t was an act of judicial legislation, 
w hich is forbidden, both by the code and Con­ 
stitution as tyrannical and dangerous law-. 
At 
the com m on law tw enty-three m eu were sworn 
as G rand Jurois, but any num ber of them , from 
tw elve to tw enty-three, sitting together as a 
Grand Jury, constituted a legal Grand Jury; 
and the reasons given in the old books why 
tw enty-four m en were not sw otn as Grand 
Jurors w as th at, if all set together, there would 
be two two G rand Juries of tw elve each and one 
of them m ight ignore an indictm ent and tbe 
other m ight find it to be a true bill, aud thus 
produce confusion. 
But there is no w arrant in 
our codes for a com m on law G rand Jury. 
It 
is our duty to forget the com m on law and look 
to th e codes alone for our guide as to w hat con­ 
stitutes a Grand Jury, and lor a definition of 
th eir powers and duties. 
It should be observed th a t Chief Justice W al­ 
lace dissented from the decision in the People 
vs. H unter and Justice Crocket expressed no 
opinion. 
The Court in deciding th at case 
passed th e provisions of the Penal Code in si­ 
lence. T his was well. Those provisions and 
the decision cannot be reconciled. 
But the 
provisions oi the Penal Code and the Code of 
Civil Procedure are in harm ony and constitute 
an intelligent system of laws for the creation of 
G rand Juries and defining th eir powers aud 
duties. 
Section 905 of the Penal Code provides that, 
"th e Grand Jury being im paneled and sworn, 
m ust be charged by the Court," aud Section 906 
of the sam e code provides that "the Grand 
Ju ry m ust then retire to some private room aud 
Inquire into offenses cognizable by them ." It 
w ill be observed th a t it is the G rand Jurv, n o t a 
p art of them , who m ust retire into a private 
room and there inquire into offenses cognizable 
by the Grand Jury. And as nineteen—no more 
no less—by virtue of the law, constitute the 
Grand Jury, the m eaning ot this section is that 
not a p art only, but the whole ot the Grand 
Jury, shall not only retire but be present in a 
private loom w hen the Grand Jury inquires 
into offenses cognizable by them . This is the 
general rule, but the Legislature, as it well 
m ight, has established two txceptions to it. 
They are these: 
F irst—W hen a person has been held to an ­ 
sw er for a public offeuse he m ay, by virtue of 
Section 894 ot the Penal Code, at tn e tim e of the 
form ation of the G rand Jnry, challenge an in­ 
dividual G rand Juror for any of th e causes spe­ 
cified in Section 8% of the sam e code. And if 
th e challenge is allowed by tbe Court then, ac­ 
cording to Section 900 of th at code, the person 
challenged "cannot be present or take part in 
the consideration of the charge against tn e de­ 
fendant who inte-posed th e challenge or the 
deliberations of the Grand Jnry thereon." 
Second—Tbe other exception is th a t if a defend­ 
ant has not been held to answ er, in th at event, 
if one of the Grand Jurors is the prosecutor, or a 
witness against defendant, snch juror eaunot ha 
present w hile the charge is under consideiation 
by tbe G ratd Jury, and if he should be present 
Section 995 of the Penal Court m akes it the duty 
of th e Court to set aside th e indictm ent. 
These arc the only exceptions provided for by 
the Legislature, and if any other exceptions had 
been intended the Legislature wou d have said 
so, and therefore in all other cases tbe entire 
G rand Jury m ust be present at th eir deliber­ 
ations. 
However, it does not require the concurrence 
of all th e Grand Jurors to find either & present­ 
m ent or indictm ent. Section 9.(1 of the Penal 
Code provides th at “ a presentm ent cannot be 
lotind w ithout the concurrence of at least twelve 
G rand Jurors," and section 940 provides th at 
"an indictm ent cannot be found w ithout the 
co rcu r ence of at least twelve Grand Jurors." 
From these sections the im plication is th a t a 
presentm ent or an indictm ent may be found by 
the concurrence of tw elve Grand Jurors; but 
th ere is nothing in them from which it can be 
im plied th a t the tw*elve G rand Jurors could in­ 
quire into an offense aud find a presentm ent or 
Indictm ent in the absence of the other Grand 
Jurors. 
beet ion 932 of the sam e code provides th at 
w hen th e presentm ent is found it m ust be pre­ 
sented by the forem an, in the presence of the 
Grand Jury, to the Court, and Section 911 pro­ 
vides th a t “ an indictm ent, w hen found by the 
G rand Jury, m ust be presented by their forem an 
in tb eir presence to the Court." 
T hrse sections 
provide th at a presentm ent or an indictm ent 
m ust be p resetted to the Court in the presence 
of the G rand Ju ry —not in the prese.ee oi a 
p art o f th e G rand Jury. 
We have seen th at both Graud and Petit 
Juries are created under statute law in this 
State. 
T hen, as in case of a trial jury in a civil 
action, tw elve constitute the jury but nine m ay 
decide th e verdict: so n in eteen 'm en constitute 
a Grand Jury, but twelve concuiring m ay find a 
p reretnm ent or indictm ent: but iu both cases 
the en tire jury m ust be in the jury room w hile 
deliberating. 
Both the people and a defendant 
are as m uch entitled to the presence, considera­ 
tion aud deliberate judgm ent of each Grand 
Ju ro r in tb e investigation o ta n offense as to 
the credibility of the wiiuesses and the effect of 
tbe evidence before tbem , though tw elve may 
decide, as the parties in a civil action are en­ 
titled to the presence, consideration and delib­ 
erate judgm ent of each iuror as to th e credibil­ 
ity of theq| witnesses and effeet of the evidence 
in the Case thev are im paneled to try, though 
nine m ay d- ctde th e verdict. 1 he Grand aud 
Petit Juries derive th eir respective powers from 
the sam e source—the statute law of tb e S tate— 
And not from tbe uuceilain Mid ever-varying 
rules of ihe common law; and therolore the 
codes m ust be your guide. 
Then 
gentlem en of the jury, you are in ­ 
structed th a t as no challenge to any individual 
m em ber of your body has been interoosed or 
allow ed by the Court, your entire num ber m ust 
sit together w hile Inquiring into offenses cog­ 
nizable by tbe G rand Jnry, except as to cases 
com ing w ithin th e second exceptions m en­ 
tioned. 
G entlem en, there is another point which th e 
Court deem s it proper to direct your attention 
to at this tim e. It is this: 
The Constitution of 
the Stare requires the Court to cause to be draw n 
aud sum m ons d a G rand Jury at least once a 
year. '1 his is th e language of the Constitution: 
"A G rand Jury shall be draw n and sum m oned ¡ 
at least once a year in each county. ’ The term 
“ year,” as used In tbts provision in the Consti­ 
tution, m eans the calendar year, and It would 
seem th a t it preeludes a G raud Ju ry draw n and 
sum tn m ed lor one year from continuing its e x ­ 
istence into another. If it continued us exist­ 
ence from one year into another, a t w b attim e 
would it be dissolved by operation ot law " It it 
continued lino the seoond year w hy uot cou- 
liuue to th e last day of the year and preclude 
the Court from causing a Grand Jury tor th at 
year to be draw n and sum m oned? 
It would seem to be a fair construction of th at 
constitutional provision th at w ith the close of 
the year, if uot sooner discharged by Ihe Court, 
the G rand Jury draw n and sum m oned for that, 
year was dissolved. 
H ow ever.it is not neces-* 
sary to decide th at question now. as the Court 
will discharge you at the elose of the year, if 
not sooner. 
It Is hoped that you w ill proceed 
w ith the business w nich m ay be subm itted to 
you diligently, and close your labors as soou as 
convenient. 
The new Grand Jurv then retired. 
A n­ 
tone W ertheim was elected Secretary, and 
an adjournm ent taken until 10 o'clock to ­ 
day.

For the general fund it will be necessary 
to raise a sufficient revenue to meet all cur­ 
rent expenses and to repay to the swamp 
and overflowed land fund the sum of $2,800 
transferred therefrom, and which m ust be 
returned out of the first money received 
from taxes. Taking the collections of the 
year for a basis, it is expected that $29,000 
will be received from licenses. 
The current expenses of the year for the 
Hospital were about $35,000. 
A sufficient

Tbe County Superintendent of Schools,

The general road fund has, in addition to 
the ordinary demands of the year, been 
called upon to assist in building a bridge 
across the Cosumnes river, to replace the 
old McCabe wire bridee. The falling of 
the old one was an accident unforeseen, and 
the expense 
consequent thereupon un­ 
avoidable. A w arrant for a portion of the 
contract for the new bridge has been is­ 
sued, and is at present registered aDd draw ­ 
ing interest, and the same Bhonld im m edi­ 
ately upon the receipt of the taxes be paid. 
Sacramento county is to-day asserting its 
claim as one of the leading counties of the 
State, its wealth is steadily increasing and 
its finances are in a good condition. The 
business of every departm ent of the county 
is growing larger, w hile demands on its 
funds are not m aterially increasing. 
W hile the people ot Sacramento county 
are to be congratulated on the healthy con­ 
dition of its affairs, it is to be regretted that 
the lavish expenditures of money by the 
last Legislature made it obligatory on the 
State Board of Equalization to levy a tax 
proportionately large in order to meet the 
indebtedness so incurred. As will be seen, 
the rate fixed by said Board is 72 2, which 
is a large advance over that of 1888. Owing 
to such high tax rate for State purposes, it 
will be impossible for the county of Sacra­ 
m ento this year to retain its uniform ly low 
rate.

It W a s a H om ely Oue, B ut DI<1 Effective 
Work on Signor Boytano. 
There was war in the down-town Italian 
colony last evening, and it is not im prob­ 
able that it may result in one or more 
obituary notices. It was impossible last 
night to get the inside fact! of the affair, as 
all concerned were too drunk to make 
themselves understood. 
From w hat could be learned, it appears 
that one Pete Cordona aud Jose Corrano 
became involved in a row in the alley be­ 
tween L and M, T hird and Fonrth streets. 
A m an nam ed Boytano stepped in as peace­ 
m aker, and the scuffle received new vigor. 
In the melee the peace-maker, Boytano, 
was stabbed three times by Corrano, the 
latter using a sharp steel poignard, without 
a handle. The weapon was about the di­ 
am eter of a common lead-peucil, and pen- 
eirated Boytano’a neck on the right side, 
his head near the right temple, and his left 
arm . 
Corrano then sped off op the alley and 
took refuge in his hut. 
Officer H arris heard of the affair, and 
hastened to investigate. 
He learned that 
a “ crazy m an,” arm ed with a dagger and 
pistol, had run through the alley, and a 
young man volunteered to pilot him to the 
supposed crazy m an's lair. They entered 
tbe crib boldly, notw ithstanding the dan­ 
ger that the skulking madm an would shoot 
them down as tbey opened the door of his 
room, struck a light, and there found the 
object of their search wrapped in the arm s 
of Morpheus and a thick coating of alley 
mud. 
H e was snoring like a porpoise, aud 
bis weapons lay by his side. 
The officer aroused and arrested him , and 
then,accom panied by officer Eldred, sought 
out and arrested Cordona. 
Boytano, the 
wounded man. was deemed by the physi­ 
cian attending him tobe too badly wonnded 
for removal, and be was not molested. 
The real extent of hi9 injuries were not 
known last night. They may prove to be 
slight, but it is feared that thev are quite 
serious, aud possibly fatal. 
Cordona has beeu charged with assault 
with a deadly weapon, as Corrano says he 
attacked him with a knife; but no charge 
has been placed against Corrano pending 
the result of Boytano’s wounds.

Speaking of the 
growth of the order, he say s: " It has in ­ 
creased more in tbe last two years than in 
the previous fifteen.”

We organized a State Grange in the new 
State of W ashington only two weeks ago.”

W h a t a n E a s te r n T rip R e c a lls to th e 
M e m o ry o f a n O re g o n P io n e e r. 


W a s h in g t o n , October 7th.—A morning 
paper says ; Sir K night Thomas McFadden 
Patton, of Oregon Commandery No. 1, of 
Portland, Or., arrived in the city yesterday. 
He is one of the old-timers who struck 
across the great wilderness of the N orth­ 
west in 1850, and made his home where he 
lived surrounded by hostile Indians for a 
great many years, and knows the feeling of 
going to bed with his loaded m usket by his 
side. 
“I left Chicago in 1850,” he said to a 
California Associated Press reporter yester­ 
day, “und started West with an ox team. 
It took m e just six m onths and eighteen 
days to get to Dalles, Oregon, where I set­ 
tled. It seemed strange to m ake the return 
trip in three days, as I did on my way to 
W ashington. 
On our way West, our ox 
team stopped at the spot on which O nnha 
city is now located. W e waited there three 
days for the grass to grow so that our cattle 
m ight be fed, and then went on. There 
wasn't anything along the 
river there 
except Pawnee Indians in those days, and 
they were thicker than hairs on a dog, but 
it w ouldn't have been a bad idea if I had 
stopped there. Tbe entire townsite w asn't 
worth a bag of beans then. 
I alm ost feel 
as if I am dream ing when I think of the 
great territory I passed over nearly forty 
years ago, inhabited only by Indians, and 
now go over the same ground and find 
great cities and wealthy and prosperous 
comm unities every few m iles.”

THEY HEAR AND CONSIDEB VAEIOUS 
COMPLAINING CITIZENS. 


M ore O ld Sidew alks and Aw nings Con­ 


dem ned—Serenteeuth-street Sewer 
—T he Perry Sem inary. 


The regalar meeting of the Board of 
City Trustees was held yesterday morning, 
Mayor Gregory, and Trustees McLaughlin 
and W olf being present 
E. H. Williams, Chief Engineer of the 
Water Works, made his weekly report, 
showing that 43,234.250 gallons of water 
had been pumped. The Steyens engine 
was in operation 150 hours, and the Holly 
101 hours. 
Bids were opened for the grading of Sev­ 
enteenth street, from Q to K. John Hughes 
was awarded the contract, he being the 
lowest bidder. 
City Attorney Church, to whom the mat­ 
ter had been referred of preparing an ordi­ 
nance whereby the Trustees might be em­ 
powered to call a special election, reported 
that the city would have to be redistricted 
before he could draw up an ordinance. No 
action was taken. 
R. W. Parker, Superintendent of the City 
Cemetery, reported as follows for the month 
of September: 
Number of deaths in the 
city, 31; 
still-born, I ; brought here for 
interment, 20 ; 
total number interred, 52; 
collected for sale of lots, $244 75; permits, 
$50; exhumation permits, $20; total, $314 75. 
Chief of Police Lee reported that 319 ar­ 
rests were made during September, 20 
lodgers accommodated, and 1,840 meals 
furnished. The cash balance on hand Oc­ 
tober 1st was $11 10. 
Phillip O'Neill, Pouudmaster, made his 
September report as follows: Number of 
horses impounded. 11; cows, 13; goats, 1; 
dogs, 51; dogs redeemed, 25; cattle, 9; re­ 
ceived for impounding Baid animals, $56. 
The following communication was re­ 
ceived from the City Board of Education 
through M. R. Beard, Superintendent of 
Public Schools: 
Gentlemen: Your communication asking the 
City Board of Education to transfer to you the 
Seminary school property has been received.

Board has no right to divert school property 
from its legitimate use, and therelore declines 


Trustee McLaughlin said he thought the 
Seminary building was not being used and 
ought to be turned over to the city. How­ 
ever, no action was taken, and the com­ 
munication was placed on file. 
B. McVey appeared before the Board and 
complained that the sewer on the west side 
of Twenty-second street, between 0 and P, 
was in a very bad condition and needed at­ 
tention. The matter was referred to the 
Street Commissioner. 
C. W. Hoilt presented a demand for $300 
to the Board, lor damages sustained by him 
in consequence of the sewage canal run­ 
ning through his property near the pump, 
on Eighth and Y streets. 
Trustee McLaughlin said he would be 
willing to vote to allow $75 for the damage, 
and didn’t believe that Mr. Hoitt was dam­ 
aged to any greater extent than could be 
covered by that sum. 
He moved that the 
claim of $300 be rejected, and that $75 be 
allowed. 
Trustee Wolf thought $150 would not be 
too much to allow, but the Second Trustee 
wanted the rest of the Board to look at the 
property in question, and the matter of 
allowing damages was deferred until they 
should visit it in a body. The Board will 
then either allow a reasonable amount of 
damages or else remove the drainage sewer 
altogether. 
M. J. Smith asked permission to repair a 
wooden sidewalk at 1015 Fourteenth street, 
and the matter was referred t« the Street 
Commissioner. 
Sanitary and Building Inspector Starr 
reported the awnings in front of the follow­ 
ing property to be in bad condition :

409, 1211, 1127, 1129, 1125, 1123 and 909 
FroBt street; 107, 131, 413, 227 and 211 J 
8trc°\ 
George Murray said he wished to say a 
few words to the Board before they should 
conclude to try and carry off the water 
from tue Seventeenth-street sewer in an 
18-inch pipe. 
Four 18-inch pipes, he said, 
would not carry off the contents of the 
sewer. 
The Mayor said the sewer and pipe was 
only intended to carry off sewage, and not 
surface water, but Mr. Murray claimed that 
the surface water could not be kept out of 
the Bewer. 
The pipe 
would be large 
enough if it were only required to carry off 
sewage. 
Mr. Murray’s remarks were only in the 
way of a suggestion, and the Board con­ 
cluded to look into the matter before the 
next meeting. 
A bill of $25 was presented by police 
officer C. A. Rowland for arresting L. B. 
Smart about a week ago, for turning in a 
false alarm of fire. The bill was in accord­ 
ance with a provision in the ordinance al­ 
lowing a reward of $25 for the arrest of 
any such person. The bill was not allowed, 
however, and was laid over for one week. 
On motion of Trustee McLaughlin, sec­ 
onded by Trustee Wolf, Colonel James Mc- 
Nasser and J. Nottingham, property owners 
on tbe wee! side of Tenth street between L 
and M, were cited to appeal before the 
Board next Monday. It seems that each 
has constructed a stone walk in front of 
his property and each walk is on a different 
grade. One is nearly right, and the other is 
considerably out of the way. 
Neither one 
of the men is willing to change the grade, 
Trustee McLaughlin says, and the Boaid 
thought it best to have them explain at the 
next meeting. 
R. W. Parker, the Superintendent of the 
City Cemetery, made his quarterly report of 
the condition of the Cemetery, and also 
submitted tbe names of those persons in the 
delinquent list of lots. There were some 
thirty-five or forty in number. 
The sidewalk on J street, between Second 
and Third, from Crocker's store to Corbin's 
saloon, was ordered condemned. 
^The 6treete in the blocks bounded by 
Ninth and Tenth, 8 and W streets were 
ordered opened. 
The Mayor said there was considerable 
complaint about the manner in which the 
City Cemetery had been sprinkled ot late, 
and he desired to impose a penalty of $10 
on the driver of the wagon for deliberately 
flooding a part of the walk, when he had 
been instructed to put no water on that 
particular place. 
It was ordered that the 
street sprinkler be ordered to pay that 
amount. 
At the last meeting of the Board Mr. 
Carlaw appeared and stated that an extra 
charge of $50 for a piece of ground he had 
bought in the City Cemetery had been 
asked of him before he could get a deed to 
the property. 
He had paid $415 for tbe 
property, but a mistake in the charge had 
been made and it should have been $465 
He considered that he was not responsible 
for the mistake, and ought to have a deed 
to the piece of ground without navme to 
pay the $50 extra. The matter was at 
that time laid over for a week. 
Mr. Wilson, ex Superintendent of the 
Cemetery, explained that hesold the lot for 
$415 to Mr. Carlaw, believing that an ave­ 
nue was to be cut through it. The avenue 
was not made, and Mr. Carlaw is in so 
much property. 
Trustee McLaughlin said the city ought 
to have the $50, no matter who paid it. 
At tbe suggestion of Mayor Gregory, Mr. 
Carlaw and Mr. Wilson were iustmcted to 
confer on the matter and endeavor to come 
to an agreement.

Tlie Hoard o f Supervisor* Fix the Tax

The Board of Supervisors met for its reg­ 
ular monthly session yesterday, all the 
members being present.

THIS TIME A CHILD. 


A lleged Inhum an T reatm ent of 
Flora 
F errattl by the P alladinis. 
G. 
Cordano, by his attorneys, A. J. and 
Elwood Bruner, yesterday filed in the Su­ 
perior Court a petition to be appointed 
guardian of Flora Ferralti, a minor child 
of Mary and Louis Ferratti. The petition 
alleges that Mary Ferratti obtained a di­ 
vorce from her hnsband, Louis Ferratti, 
and was given the custody of the child 1 
that said Mary Ferratti is now the wife of 
J. PallaJini, and that the child is now liv­ 
ing with them. 
Cordano alleges that Palladini and wife 
treat the child with great cruelty ; that she 
has been beaten until her body is a mass of 
bruises and sores; that she is not provided 
with proper nor sufficient clothing nor 
food, although Palladini and wife are amply 
able to prorerly care for her. He declares 
that the girl had been without clothing for 
several days past and until, on Sunday, the 
6th instant, the petitioner provided her 
therewith. The child, it is alleged, is forced 
to tend bar for Palladini and wife at their 
saloon, on L street, between Third and 
Fourth, and the petition argues that for 
these reasons it is necessary that the Court 
should appoint a guardian to properly care 
for the child and free her from her present 
oppressors. 
Cordano states that he is a relative of the 
child and that he is amply able and willing 
to give her a good home. 
Upon the above showing Judge Van 
Fleet has ordered a citation to issue requir­ 
ing Palladini and wife to appear in Court 
on Friday next and show canse why the 
prayer of the petition 
should not be 
granted. 


HICKS, ALIAS WAKELEY. 


A 11 O ld-Tim er Show* Up In P olice Circles 
In a N ew Light. 
J. W . Ricks, alias Wakeley, who is in 
custody at the City Prison on suspicion ot 
having attempted to rob Mrs. Jensen, after 
chloroforming her, is well known in this 
city. He has been dropping in and out of 
here for the past ten or fifteen years, and 
has on several occasions been arrested for 
drunkenness. 
When a young man he 
gained considerable prominence as a foot- 
racer. Then he became a preacher and 
temperance advocate. 
Later on he became 
involved in some trouble over a woman in 
8an Francisco, and served a term in the 
House of Correction there. 
After his re­ 
lease he disappeared and was not seen 
again for many months. 
It is said that he 
makes a practice of making love to old 
ladies for the purpose of getting money 
from them. 
Chief of Police Lee says that Ricks is one 
of the smoothest confidence operators he 
knows of. It has been ascertained that 
Ricks did not ship Mrs. Jensen's baggage 
to this city as he had informed her, but in­ 
stead took them to a storage house in San 
Francisco, where he deposited them under 
tbe name of John Wyclif. He admits this 
but denies that he intended to withhold 
them, explaining that he was drunk and 
forgot to ship the trunks.

COUNTY TAXES. 


T hey A re M ade H igher by an Increase 
In the State Levy. 
The tax levy for the forty-first fiscal year, 
as fixed by the Board of Supervisors yes­ 
terday, amounts to $1 50 on the $100. This 
is an increase of 25 cents over last year’s 
levy, but it must not be charged to extrava­ 
gance in county affairs. The truth is, the 
increase has been caused by the enormous 
appropriations made by the last Legisla­ 
ture. 
The levy for this year, in this county, 
would have been $1 26 on each $100, as 
against $1 25 last year, but the State Board 
of Equalization has increased the State tax 
22 cents over last year, and the school tax 
2 cents, makiDg a total increase of 24 cents 
that the county is not responsible for. 
Legislatures come high, at best, and some 
come much higher than others, but the 
people must have them. The last one was 
a record-breaker. 


They W ill Pepper Them . 
At San Jose this week the State Sports­ 
men’s Association will hold its annual 
session. Besides the usual trap-shooting 
matches that take place during these meet­ 
ings, there will be shot to-morrow a great 
inter club match for a beautiful trophy 
offered by the Selby Company, and a sweep­ 
stake purse. 
Each club will be repre­ 
sented by five men, and each man will 
shoot at twenty birds. 
The entrance fee 
per club will be $100. There will be prob­ 
ably $1.000 in the stake, and the winning 
team will get fifty per cent, of the whole. 
The only Sacramento club to be repre­ 
sented is the Pacific Sportsman's Club, and 
the team will be composed of J. M. Mor­ 
rison, Louis Nicolaus, Charles Mack, Jr., 
William King.

DRFEHDAHT’S STORY. 


ANDRW JACKSON WOODSON TESTIFIES 
IN HIS OWN BEHALF. 


H e M akes an E m phatic D enial o f the 
Grave Charge A gainst H im , on 
H is D irect Exam ination. 


The case of the people vs. Andy Wood­ 
son, charged with criminal assault upon 
Edith Kern, a six-year-old child, some 
months ago, near Brighton, was resumed 
in Jndge Van Fleet’s Court yesterday. The 
defense examined a number of witnesses as 
to the character of Mrs. Kern and the de­ 
fendant. 
The defense then called the delecdant, 
Andrew Jackson Woodson, to testify in his 
own defense. Witness testified that he is 
30 years of age, and for the past six years 
has been a farm laborer. Was foreman of 
a Kern county ranch for some time, and 
has worked in Sonoma, Colnsa, Sutter and 
Sacramento counties. In June last he was 
employed by a Mr. Browning, at Brighton 
Jnnction. The defendant then went on 
and gave an account of his movements 
on 
the 
day 
on 
which 
the assault 
is 
said 
to 
have 
been 
committed. 
He 
said 
the 
Kern 
children 
asked to be taken out to the field to Bee the 
thrashing-machine, and their mother per­ 
mitted him to take them to the field. W it­ 
ness said that was about 4 o’clock in the 
afternoon. He went with the children to 
where the engine stood and conversed 
there with several of the laborers for about 
a half hour. The children played about 
there, and the boy fell and hurt himself. 
Witness wiped the blood off his chin and 
consoled him, and shortly after took the 
children to the house, as be was requested 
by his employer to go to Brighton for some 
bolts. None of the Best children were 
present when the Kern children were at 
the machine. 
He denied having made 
any assault upon Edith Kern. That even­ 
ing he was in Kern’s place, after his return 
from Brighton, and gave them some court- 
plaster which he had bonght for the boy’s 
wound. 
Everything was then pleasant 
and agreeable. 
The next morning he returned to the sa­ 
loon and drank with Mr. Kern. 
There 
was a drunken man present—a common 
laboring man. 
Mr. and Mrs. Kern treated 
him cordially, and nothing was said about 
any assault upon the child. 
That after­ 
noon witness Returned to the saloon and 
found the drunken man there, and he was 
taken to the barn. 
Witness wrote a letter 
while there, which Mr. Kern addressed for 
him. Had considerable conversation with 
Mr. and Mrs. Kern, and everything was 
pleasant. That was on Monday, and wit­ 
ness went to work. 
On Thursday, when 
he returned, Mrs. Kern charged him with 
having tampered with the child, and the 
latter being called in told the story, as 
heretofore stated. The Kerns told him he 
had better settle the matter, and witness 
replied that he had notbiDg to settle, that 
he was innocent. Mrs. Kern said the child's 
evidence in Court would go further than 
his. 
Witness went away to his work, and re­ 
turned again on Sunday, and was kindly 
received and drank with'Mrs. Kern. After­ 
ward the matter was again brought up, and 
Mrs. Kern told him that if he would settle 
the doctor’s bill there would be nothing 
more said abont it, and witness finally con­ 
sented to the proposal. Witness was at the 
saloon again on the following day, in com­ 
pany with some of the thrashing crew, and 
had several drinks. The next dav witness 
was there again, and Mrs. Kern told him he 
was making a fool of him self by talking 
about the alleged assault, and witness re- 
E 
lied that it was not he but herself who 
ad been doing the talking. Something 
further was said, and witness said he would 
go and see a lawyer and have the thing 
settled. 
The defendant occupied the stand during 
the remainder of the afternoon. On cross­ 
examination he adhered closely to his di­ 
rect testimony. 


FOR CENTENNIAL YEAR. 


Flan for a Pacific Coast H istorical E x­ 
hibition in the Year 1892. 
At a late meeting of the California Muse­ 
um Association the idea was advanced that 
in the year 1892, when the whole country 
will be giving attention to the celebration 
of the 400th anniversary of the discovery of 
America, some effort should be made to 
have a Pacific Coast Historical Exhibit at 
the Capital of this State. It was thought 
that the same should be held in connection 
with the fair of the State Agricultural So­ 
ciety and continue several weeks; that the 
exhibition should be representative ot the 
history of the whole Pacific coast from the 
earliest times to the present, in the exhibi­ 
tion of costumes, examples of early imple­ 
ments of industry, agriculture, art., etc., 
and of representative articles illustrative of 
the beginnings and the advance of civiliza­ 
tion on the cjast of the three Americas. 
A large committee was appointed 10 con­ 
sider the matter and consult with the State 
Board of Agriculture. A sub-committee of 
that committee yesterday presented the 
matter to the Executive Committee of the 
State Board of Agriculture through David 
Lubin as Chairman. 
He outlined the 
proposition, pointed out the feasibility of 
such an ethnic exhibition, and announced 
how far the matter had progressed, and 
what financial guarantee it already bad. 
The idea was to create a Board of Promo­ 
tion from energetic citizens and make 
ready to carry out the plan, taking full two 
years to do so. He read a letter also from 
a gentlemen in San Francisco suggesting 
that the occasion would be a fine one for 
holding a great horse show, such a one as 
has never been held in the United States. 
It was stated that sufficient attention has 
been given to the matter to prove the feasi­ 
bility of such a historic exhibition, in con­ 
nection with the exposition of the State 
Agricultural 8ociety. 
It was pointed out 
that it would be in line with action being 
taken in several States to have local cen­ 
tennial exhibitions of various kinds. 
In 
that year the drift of travel will be to the 
United States, and there should be induce­ 
ment relating to the sentiment of the year 
to induce visitation to this coast, which is 
so rich in historic examples of the settle­ 
ment of the western coast of the two conti­ 
nents. 
He added that there were many 
forcible reasons why such an ethnic exhi­ 
bition should be held here, the ample 
ground space available for annexes as 
needed to the Pavilion, the location of the 
buildings of the State Agricultural Society, 
etc. 
The members of the State Board of Ag­ 
riculture present were favorably impressed 
with the presentation of the matter, and 
requested that the detailed plan be submit­ 
ted to the full Board on the 29th instant. 
They added that certainly something out of 
the common should be done in the year 
1892, and that a Board of Promotion, rep­ 
resentative of energy and business ability, 
to conduct such an affair would doubtless 
receive the encouragement of the Agricult­ 
ural Society. 


HE BANGED THINGS. 


A Sunday Spree Result* D isastrously to 
W illiam Ford’s H ousehold. 
William Ford was in the Police Court 
dock yesterday morning charged with dis­ 
turbing the peace. Ford got on one of his 
periodical sprees o d Sunday, and going to 
his home he demanded money from his 
wife. He threatened to kill her if she re­ 
fused him, and became so abusive that 
Mrs. Ford and her child tied to her mother- 
in-law s home. Ford followed them and 
tried to get in, but failing, he returned to 
his own home and commenced demolish­ 
ing everything in the honse. 
Crockery, 
furniture, cooking utensils and 
almost 
everything in the house was broken to 
pieces. 
About the only thing he didn’t 
touch was the looking-glass, and he gave 
the excuse that it would be bad luck to 
break a mirror. 
Ford pleaded guilty to the charge, but 
asked leniency of the Court, claiming that 
be did not realize at the time what he was 
doing. Judge Buckley took the case under 
advisement until to-day. It is one of those 
cases where to punish the husband is a 
hardship on his family, who depend upon 
him for support. 


CHAUTAUQUA LECTURE. 


j Rev, Dr. W eller Discourse* on the A d­ 
vantage* o! tlie C. I#. S. C. 
In accordance aith the announcement 
made on Saturday, Rev. I)r. Weller, Presi­ 
dent of the Occidental University at Los 
Angeles, lectured at the Westminster Pres­ 
byterian Church lait evening on the work 
of the Chautauqua Liteiary and Scientific 
Circle. 
The addrets was Loth eloquent, 


*, instructive and intereeting. The speaker 
dwelt at length o j the importance of the 
broad and inviting field of knowledge 
which the Circle had opeued np to thoee 
who had been denied the advantage of a 
collegiate course. W bile affording facilities 
for the acquirement of usefnl knowledge 
regarding the literature and politics of the 
day, the Circle was also a potent factor in 
shaping tbe morals of its members. It is 
not the product of any creed or denomina­ 
tion—in fact, one of its most inviting 
features was that persons of all denomina­ 
tions, and those not identified with any of 
them, met on common ground and ex­ 
changed views on all important subjects. 
The Circle embraces a moral and intel­ 
lectual atmosphere that is elevating to all 
that enter it. 
He urged that its members 
exert themselves to draw within this megic 
circle the young people who are drifting 
aimlessly on toward lives that have no 
promise of usefulness. 
Dr. Weller was followed by Rev. Dr. H. 
H. Rice, of Oakland (formerly of this city), 
who also spoke enthusiastically of the aims 
and workings of the Chautauqua Circle, 
aud of its rapid growth.

B o sto n (Mass ), October 7th.—The Inter­ 
national American Congress has finished at 
a late hour the first day of a week to be 
spent among the factories of New England, 
and which will end at Nia?ara Falls on 
Saturday night. U ntil then the delegates 
will not sleep in a hotel bed and the pros­ 
pect of living in a palatial special train for 
a week has, far most of them , a charm and 
novelty. 
The 
delegates made 
an early start. 
Breakfast was served at 7:30. and w ithin 
an hour afterward the special train was 
speeding on its way to Lawrence Mills, 
where calicoes, sateens, velveteens, reps 
and dress goods are made. 
This is probably the largest textile m an­ 
ufacturing plant in the world. It employs 
six thousand persons, who earn $7 500 a 
day. 
Its thirty buildings contain 180,000 
cotton spindles, 35,000 woolen spindles, 
6,600 power looms, and its yearly output is 
100.000 000 yards. 
Its fifty acres of floor is covered with 
m achinery that would m ake a pathway 
three feet wide that a m an walking an or­ 
dinary gait would require two days and 
nights to cover. 
The im portance of the 
display seen here by the delegates can 
hardly be overstated, for these are goods 
the trade in which with 8outh America is 
now controlled by France and England. 
H enry Saltona entertained the delegates 
at Lawrence and told them that the United 
States could compete with any country in 
the world in cotton goods and that a ‘l 
these manufactures were perfectly honest. 
After luncheon the 
delegates visited 
Congressman Russell’s paper mills, where 
they saw massive logs transferred into 
cream -laid note paper. 
From Lawrence the special train carried 
the Congress to Lowell. Here are hosiery 
m ills, where raw cotton is made into knit 
stockings and underclothing at a rate of 
300.000 pounds a week. 
Carpet works 
w here 100,000 pounds of raw wool every 
week is made into 7 500 yards of ingrain, 
Brussels and W ilton’s 
carpet and rugs, 
m uch of the raw m aterial coming from 
South America and au enormous worsted 
factory. 
At 3:30 the special 
train was again 
boarded and the Congress ate dinner dur­ 
ing the return journey to Boston. 
To-night the delegates attend the theater. 
D uring the night the special train will 
run to Manchester, N. H., where to m or­ 
row the factories will be inspected. To­ 
m orrow night the Congress will be ban­ 
queted at Portland, Maine. 
Many telegrams were received to-day to 
urge the extension of the western journey 
hut it is authoritatively announced that 
the schedule will not be changed.

October 7ih.—The leading 
Roman Catholic clergy in Brooklyn have 
taken up the fight against the saloons in 
politics, and are making a quiet and most 
effective fight. They have organized a so­ 
ciety known as the League of the Cross, 
and 750 members live in one parish—that 
of F ather Joseph Fransiolli. This is identi­ 
cal with the movem ent started in London 
by Cardinal M anning aud by the Paulist 
Fathers in New York. W hile the Roman 
Catholic clergy of Brooklyn disclaim hav­ 
ing any political principals to extend, they 
are generally opposed to the sale of whisky 
and beer at every street corner, particularly 
in the tenem ent districts, where the3e 
riotous resorts absorb the scanty earnings 
of workingmen upou whose industry thou­ 
sands of women and children are depend­ 
ent. 
The m unicipal election occurs on Novem­ 
ber 5tb, and then, as Father Fransiolli says, 
every Rom an Catholic voter will be ex­ 
pected to do his utm ost to drive out of the 
city the politicans who stand in line with 
the brewers and aid theirs.ruggle to m ulti­ 
ply the saloons. “The brewers are the men 
who capitalize these corner dens of vice,” 
said Father Fransiolli yesterday. 
“They 
hold mortgages upon nearly every Ealoon 
in Brooklyn, and the saloon-keepers them ­ 
selves are merely their tools, who could 
not m ake a livelihood in any respectable 
calliog.” 
A lihough a majority of the league are 
Democrats, partisan politics will have no 
effect upon their action. All candidates 
will be visited. Those who will not pledge 
themselves to oppose the extension of the 
liquor interest wili be opposed at the polls.
